‘LEAVE YOUR SON’ 

Brazilian mother forced to leave British son in the UK

A homeless single mother is 
in turmoil after the Govern¬ 
ment ordered her to move 
back to her native Brazil - 
forcing her to leave her 
young son who must remain 
in the UK. 

Thaynara Castro, 24, has 
spent the majority of the 
past seven years living in 
Epsom, but after her rela¬ 
tionship with her British 
partner broke down two 
years ago she and the cou¬ 
ple’s son, Ismael Menaa, 
three, became homeless and 
were placed in a hostel in 
Croydon, where she said 
they are still living.

Miss Castro said she ap¬ 
plied to the Home Office for 
leave to remain in the coun¬ 
try because her son, a 
British citizen of whom she 
has legal residency, cannot 
leave the UK for more than 
28 days as his father lives 
here. But despite Miss Cas¬ 
tro’s solicitor insisting they 
sent the child’s birth certifi¬ 
cate, his passport and letters 
from his GP to the Home Of¬ 
fice within the given 


deadline, the department 
said it did not receive them. 

Officials said they were 
therefore “not satisfied” that 
Miss Castro was Ismael’s bi¬ 
ological mother, although 
they acknowledged their re¬ 
lationship was “genuine”. 

In a letter written by the 
Home Office on September 
23 this year to Miss Castro, 
and seen by the Epsom 
Guardian, it said: “Your ap¬ 
plication for leave to remain 
in the UK has been refused 
and you no longer have any 
known basis to stay here. 

“There is no right to 
appeal. Your case has been 


transferred to your local en¬ 
forcement office. You must 
contact them by October 7 to 
discuss your departure. 

“Should you fail to leave 
enforcement action will be 
taken against you.” 

Miss Castro, who is willing 
to take a DNA test to prove 
she is Ismael’s mother, said 
the Home Office needed to 
find a “plausible excuse” to 
refuse her application. 

She said: “The Govern¬ 
ment is getting rid of immi¬ 
grants. But it’s a British 
child that is not being looked 
after and isn’t being fed. 
He’s being thrown around 


from hostel to hostel. 

“Everywhere we go doors 
are shut in our faces.” 

Miss Castro said she re¬ 
ceives no benefits apart from 
child support and is barely 
making ends meet. 

When approached by this 
newspaper, the Home Office 
denied it had told Miss Cas¬ 
tro she had to leave the UK 
and said she is entitled to 
submit a new application. 

Epsom’s MP Chris 
Grayling said his office is 
aware of Miss Castro’s case 
and has exchanged corre¬ 
spondence with the Home 
Office discussing it.

Plans for Epsom Hospital after BSBV exit 


The vision for Epsom Hospital 
following its exit from the con¬ 
troversial healthcare review 
aiming to axe its acute services 
was discussed with councillors 
on Monday. 

Dr Claire Fuller, chairman of 
Surrey Downs Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (SDCCG), and 
Epsom and St Helier Hospital 
Trust’s chief executive Matthew 
Hopkins addressed Epsom Coun¬ 
cil’s health liaison panel. 

Dr Fuller explained in deciding 
to walk out on the Better Services 
Better Value (BSBV) review - 
after a secret ballot of Surrey 
Downs’ GPs showed they over¬ 
whelming opposed proposals to 
remove Epsom’s A&E, maternity 
and children’s units - the CCG be¬ 
came the first one in the country 
to listen to its membership in 
such a way. 


She said it is now focused on 
driving up clinical standards at 
the hospital through more inte¬ 
grated care, community services 
and monitoring at primary care 
level. 

The aim is to keep people out of 
hospital. 

Dr Fuller said: “We are going to 
support Epsom Hospital. Our re¬ 
lationship with the hospital is the 
closest it’s ever been.” 

Mr Hopkins provided the panel 
with year-to-date figures for the 
trust’s deficit, which currently 
stands £48,000 behind its project¬ 
ed figure of £3.9m. But the trust is 
£5.7m ahead in its projected in¬ 
come, at £206.8m. 

When asked about how compli¬ 
cations surrounding St Helier’s 
continued inclusion in the BSBV 
review would be resolved and 
whether the two hospitals would 


demerge, Mr Hopkins said it was 
difficult to speculate. 

He added: “In relative terms 
we are actually doing rather 
well. We believe if we continue 
with the way we have run the or¬ 
ganisation and see an improve¬ 
ment each year, there might now 
be a path to get ourselves out of 
the red and into the black. 

“It takes a process of persua¬ 
sion to those who were very 
clear they don’t see a future for 
these hospitals in the long-term. 

“The question is not ‘who will 
Epsom Hospital partner with?’ 
but do people support the exist¬ 
ing partnership? 

“If we are in a situation where 
there are significant proposals 
for change at St Helier we will 
have to think about what they 
will mean about services at 
Epsom Hospital.” 


Bus hits teenager 

A 13-year-old girl was taken to hospital after 
being hit by a bus. 

The accident happened in Woodcote Green 
Road, Epsom, at 8.15am on Monday. 

A Surrey Police spokeswoman said the girl was 
taken to St Helier Hospital for treatment, but her 
injuries are not believed to be life-threatening 
nor life-changing. 

A South East Coast Ambulance Service 
spokesman said four ambulances and one air 
ambulance attended the scene. The girl was fully 
conscious when taken by road to hospital after 
suffering chest and arm pain. Road closures 
were put in place while emergency crews attend¬ 
ed the scene and an initial collision investigation 
was carried out. They were lifted at 9am.

Services ranked high 

More than half the patients who have reviewed 
Epsom Hospital on an NHS Tripadvisor-style web¬ 
site have awarded it the highest rating. 

The Care Connect website was set up in August to 
allow patients to review the care and service pro¬ 
vided at their hospital, comment and score it out of 
five stars. To date, the average rating for Epsom 
Hospital is four stars. Of the 29 reviews, 17 were five 
star, while only two were one star. One review did 
not contain a rating. 

Top marks reviewer Emma Gillett said: “Very pro¬ 
fessional staff, worked hard in a very busy depart¬ 
ment. Staff stretched at times and dealt well at 
these times. A very big thank you to the delivery 
midwife and the community midwife.” 

One of the one-star ratings raised concerns about 
a “lack of hydration, feeding and basic hygiene”. 
Members of staff have responded to comments rais¬ 
ing issues.

“It was very scary for me at 
the time but Cody was com¬ 
pletely calm and unfazed by 


the whole experience.” 

Cody learned to swim when 
just five months old during 
swimming lessons in Kingston 
and now has lessons in 
Twickenham. 

Mrs Callard-Williams said: “I 
was relieved he had the sense 
to kick himself to the surface. 
The fact he remembered to do 
that, even though he had a 
fright, was reassuring.” 

She said it was always imper¬ 
ative Cody learned to swim be¬ 
cause his grandparents have a 
swimming pool. 

She said: “For us it was one 
of the things that was not 
negotiable. He had to have 
swimming lessons from an 
early age. I’m 100 
per cent glad we 
stuck through it 
even when he went 
through water 
wobbles.”

Housing estate plan 
threatens greenbelt 


Horses nicknamed the Chantil¬ 
ly Fillies are set to be evicted 
by the Government. 

The Department of Health 
(DoH) has issued what is in ef¬ 
fect an eviction notice to a trio 
of horses living on disused 
land in Chantilly Way, Epsom. 

The notices were first posted 
in September, and were reis¬ 
sued last week, saying a failure 
to comply could result in the 
horses being impounded. 

Residents have raised con¬ 
cerns since the first horse ap¬ 
peared in the field after the 
Epsom Derby in 2012. 

A DoH spokesman said an¬ 
other notice went up recently, 
but it is understood that notices 
had previously been removed. 

He said: “We are taking ac¬ 
tion to secure the removal of 


the horses. We are hoping to 
ensure that persons unnamed 
remove the horses and, if not, 
we will consider other options, 
such as impounding.” 

If the notices are ignored, he 
said the DoH proposed to take 
legal action to obtain order for 
possession of the land. 

The area was formerly part 
of the Epsom cluster of psychi¬ 
atric hospitals and it was re¬ 
tained by the Government to 
allow the construction of 
Chantilly Way. 

The RSPCA has always main¬ 
tained its officers cannot re¬ 
move the horses just because 
they are on their own. 

A RSPCA spokeswoman said: 
“We have been monitoring 
them to ensure their welfare is 
looked after for some time.” 


Greenbelt sites have been ear¬ 
marked to potentially become 
huge housing estates holding 
up to 500 homes. 

Mole Valley District Council 
(MVDC) has assessed 70 sites 
suggested by developers and 
landowners across the district 
in an effort to build homes for 
the future. 

The sites have the capacity 
for about 3,000 homes, but the 
council only needs land for 
about 1,300 new homes to meet 
housing targets. 

These include eight greenbelt 
sites surrounding Leather- 
head. Residents will be asked 
what land should be removed

from the greenbelt if the coun¬ 
cil’s executive gives the consul¬ 
tation the green light on 
December 17. 

On Tuesday, councillors rec¬ 
ommended the consultation 
run from January 10 to March 
7. 

Councillor John Northcott, 
portfolio holder for planning, 
said: “It’s only because we can¬ 
not currently identify suffi¬ 
cient brownfield sites that we 
are having to contemplate tak¬ 
ing land out of the greenbelt.” 

Among eight proposed 


greenbelt sites around 
Leatherhead, there are two 
grassland sites that could ac¬ 
commodate an estimated 245 
homes off Randalls Road. 

The proposal comes after 
planning permission was 
granted to build 70 homes in a 
nearby field in Randalls Road. 

There is also a controversial 
plan to build 500 homes on Bar¬ 
nett Wood Lane allotments and 
Merton College land by the 
Leatherhead bypass. 

Councillor Bridget Lewis- 
Carr said: “North Leatherhead 
has got enough homes already. 
It’s got so many people and so 
much traffic.” 


A neighbourhood forum 
that embarked on a green¬ 
belt boundary review has 
been told only the council 
can redraw boundaries. 

Ashtead Community Vi¬ 
sion (ACV) will have to 
submit its findings to 
Mole Valley District Coun¬ 
cil for consideration as 
part of the council’s 
review. 

Andy Ellis, chairman of 
ACV, said: “The situation 
used to be neighbourhood 
forums such as ourselves 
were given the authority 
to do the greenbelt review 
for our areas. 

“The Government minis¬ 
ter in the past month or so 
said you can’t do that, and 
only the district council 
can change the greenbelt 
boundary. 

“We can advise Mole Val¬ 
ley, but it is their decision. 
The process will not finish 
until August 2015. It’s a 
delay.” 

ACV was set up in re¬ 
sponse to the Localism Act 
2012, in order to give the 
community the chance to 
shape future development 
by producing the village’s 
neighbourhood develop¬ 
ment plan.

A young man was stabbed in 
the chest and both thighs in 
broad daylight in Epsom town 
centre.

Steve Lucas, building manager 


at the Ebbisham Centre, in 
Derby Square, said: “The guy 
ran into the square as I was 
outside. He was screaming at 
me ‘Mate, I’ve been stabbed’.” 

A 16-year-old boy from 
Thornton Heath has been 
charged with wounding with 
intent to cause grievous bodily 
harm, possessing a kitchen 
knife in public, and possessing 
25 bags of cannabis with the in¬ 
tent to supply. 

He will appear at Guildford 
Crown Court on December 20. 

Another 16-year-old was also 
arrested in connection with 
the incident and has been re¬ 
leased on police bail.

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Row over scrolls to 
honour war heroes

The church at the centre of a 
row over the display of mili¬ 
tary scrolls of honour has in¬ 
vited people to a meeting over 
how to remember the war 
dead. 

St Barnabas, in Temple 
Road, Epsom, has announced 
the meeting after a local his¬ 
torian and the relatives of a 
dead soldier called for the re¬ 
instatement of two scrolls 
stored at Surrey History Cen¬ 
tre for the past 20 years. 

The Rev Sue Bull, speaking 
on behalf of the church coun¬ 
cil, said: “I would like to say 
how much the church wel¬ 
comes the debate about the 
scroll of honour and is de¬ 
lighted to see the level of in¬ 
terest in the issue. 

“Remembering the fallen 
has always been important 
to our church and, of course, 
it is particularly topical now 
as we prepare as a nation to 
remember the anniversary 
of the beginning of the Great 
War. 

“With this in mind we would 
like to invite anyone interested 


to an open meeting in the new 
year to discuss together how 
we may best remember those 
who gave their lives for this 
community, and those whose 
lives were marred by physical 
or mental illness because of 
the conflict. This will, of 
course, include discussion 
about the scroll.” 

Clive Gilbert, a local histori¬ 
an who discovered the scrolls 
in the history centre’s 
archives, has been leading the 
call for their restoration, said: 
“At least they are talking 
about it so that is good. I will 
only be pleased if the rolls of 
honour are reinstated in 
some way or other.” 


Helen Lawrence, 81, from 
Watersedge, West Ewell, is 
the granddaughter of 
Sergeant William John May¬ 
nard, who is named on the 
roll of honour dedicated to 
dead from the Great War. 

Mrs Lawrence said: “I 
would go to the meeting when 
the time comes. But you 
shouldn’t have to have a 
meeting, it should be put 
back. I think it’s disgusting. It 
is coming up to 100 years next 
year and the scrolls should be 
put back.” 

Her grandfather married at 
Christ Church in Epsom Com¬ 
mon and was killed at Ypres in 
WWI.

to get a ticket to Epsom from Sut¬ 
ton station.

Having it in Zone 6 
would also increase tourism.” 

The boys have started an online 
petition for their project, Oyster 
for Epsom, as well as a Facebook 
page and have put up posters 
around school. 

In May, Transport Minister 
Norman Baker gave Southern, 
which has the franchise to run ser¬ 
vices through Epsom, and South 
West Trains, which also operates 
trains through the station, the 
green light to start talks about get¬ 
ting Epsom into Zone 6, following 
pressure from the Epsom 
Guardian. 


MP Chris Grayling, who has sup¬ 
ported this newspaper’s campaign 
for the change since it was 
launched in May 2012, has had 
meetings with both companies this 
year and said they showed a “gen¬ 
uine willingness” to get Epsom 
into a London zone. But he has said 
the cost to the train operators, as a 
result of the change, is still an 
issue. 

Transport for London has previ¬ 
ously said it has no objections to 
Epsom becoming part of Zone 6, 
but any changes would need to be 
led by Southern. 

Ben said the Oyster for Epsom 
project would continue for “as long 
as we can do it”.

Extend child rate time 


Brake fluid is aphrodisiac 
for cable-chewing foxes 


I sympathise totally with the 
sheer frustration and worry 
our urban foxes cause. 

Eight years ago we had a 
real epidemic of foxes chew¬ 
ing through brake cables in 
Timbercroft. 

My son had started a new 
job, with a new van. On leav¬ 
ing the drive he found, to his 
horror, no brakes. 

As it had been extremely 
cold, near to zero, we thought 
there had been a fault with 
the brake cable on the van. 

A replacement van was 
sourced while the other was 
being repaired. 

Next morning, the same 
thing. That is when we report¬ 
ed it as a crime to police as we 


thought someone had a 
vendetta against my son. 

Nothing came of it and 
things died down. 

Later that year it all started 
again and we found several 
more people in Timbercroft 
having the same problem. 

There were varying 
thoughts as to who might be 
behind this misdemeanour 
and no thought was of foxes. 

A week later an officer came 
to see me and said they had 
found the culprit. 

He said they had known for 
a week or so, but did not want 
to get egg on their faces until 
they had concrete proof. 

That week Timbercroft 
made page 3 in the Daily Mail 


with the news foxes were the 
cause of the brake failures. A 
photo of a broken cable with 
teeth marks all along was 
printed. 

The officer also informed 
me that CCTV footage in 
North London had caught a 
fox in action. 

I had heard that foxes had 
been rounded up in an over 
populated area and relocated 
to our region. 

The officer explained they 
had involved vets in the analy¬ 
sis for proof and not only do 
the foxes have a taste for the 
rubber, the Glycol in brake 
fluid works like an aphrodisi¬ 
ac at certain times of the year. 
The advice I was given is to 


use Jeyes Fluid around areas 
where foxes are known to be 
causing a problem. 

They do not like it and al¬ 
though it does not solve the 
problem completely it does 
help. 

I am fed up with clearing up 
fox poo and have scattered 
around my garden pretty mugs 
that have developed a chip or 
crack, with Jeyes Fluid therein 
to help deter them. 

My thoughts are that we 
should seriously be thinking 
of reducing the numbers of 
foxes, maybe using some sort 
of birth control.

The development of the 
Astroturf pitch was paid 
for by public lottery money 
as part of the 2012 
Olympics legacy to in¬ 
crease mass participation 
in sport. 

As such, we should be en¬ 
couraging young people to 
use it by introducing child 
fees and keeping them as 
low as possible.

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I f the flashy world of Formula 1 
leaves you cold, the simpler thrills 
of stock car racing might get your 
motor running, writes Chris Baynes. 

An import from the USA in the 
1950s, the sport sees mostly recycled, 
customised cars - from touring cars to 
banger vans to everyday hatchbacks - 
hurtle around greyhound and speed¬ 
way circuits. 

While much less glamorous than 
limelight-hogging motorsport behe¬ 
moths such as Formula 1 and Moto 
GP, stock car racing has a cult follow¬ 
ing of fans who turn out weekly to 
watch battle-scarred chariots flung 
around the track by drivers who all 
race in their spare time. 

It is that lack of pretension that 


draws spectators to the sport, 
according to motorsport journalist 
and lifelong stock car racing fan 
Michael Burnage. 

He says: “When I came to the sport I 
realised it was like the best kept 
secret. 

“With stock cars, drivers are ap¬ 
proachable and you even see them 
helping each other. In this day and 
age, when everyone is out for them¬ 
selves and everything is so harsh, 
there is an innocence to it and there 
is a comradeship between the drivers 
that maybe you don't get in other 
sports where money has taken over.” 

Stock car driver Gavin Botfield, 36, 
believes the variety of the sport also 
appeals to fans. 


He says: “There are loads of differ¬ 
ent types of racing, from no contact to 
close racing to banger racing, which 
are completely different. 

“It is obviously very different from 
Formula 1 but you have still got to be 
quite skilful. A lot of time goes into it 
but the buzz going out on to the track 
is like nothing else.” 

Botfield works for the aptly-named 
Spedeworth Motorsports, one of the 
UK’s biggest stock car promoters 
which holds races at Wimbledon 
Stadium and seven other venues. 

He says: “Anyone who has never 
been to racing before and is half inter¬ 
ested, Micro Madness on December 8 
at Wimbledon will be brilliant. 

“We’ve got 150 cars competing and

Locals opt for larger family new-build homes 


The local housing market is 
buoyant, with families keen to 
move up the ladder to larger 
homes.

Sealed bids used to find serious buyers 

Weeding out time wasters 


Some sellers are now asking for 
sealed bids in order to get the best 
price for their property from 
serious buyers with the 
necessary paperwork in place. 

That’s according to the National 
Association of Estate Agents 
(NAEA) which is giving tips to 
would-be buyers unfamiliar with 
the process. 

Jan Hytch, president of the 
NAEA, said: “Sealed bids are 
often used when interest in a 
property is high, and it is likely 
that more than one party could 
and would wish to purchase. 

“Buyers often think that if the 
property goes to sealed bids, the 
highest bidder will win, but 
inviting bids doesn’t mean the 
highest offer always secures the 
property.

“The process involves assessing 
all the information available to 
find the buyer that has 
demonstrated the strongest and 
most reassuring ability to 
proceed and complete a sale 
without any trouble. In order to 
have the best chance of 
succeeding in this situation, 
buyers will need to be well 
prepared in advance with their 
finances and paperwork all in 
order.” 

The NAEA offers some advice 
on how to make a sealed bid. 

You need to be open about your 
situation and ability to purchase, 
and present your offer 
demonstrating your commitment 


and ability to exchange quickly. 

Your bid will not only be 
considered on the amount, but on 
how likely it is that you will 
complete without any problems. 

Including a list of things that 
you already have in place such as 
a reputable solicitor or convey¬ 
ancer, a mortgage-in-principle 
letter from your lender, and a 
surveyor on standby, will all 
demonstrate how serious you are 
in securing the property. This can 
make your bid more attractive, 
even if it isn’t the highest. 

To avoid ending up making the 
same bid as someone else, try 
using unusual numbers like 
£200,103 instead of £200,000. This 
can sometimes make the 
difference between a successful 
bid and a tied situation.

'Ghost' car insurance 
brokers have become a 
spectre that is thought to 
cost the insurance industry 
tens of millions of pounds 
every year, leaving 
thousands of drivers 
without cover. 

AA car insurance says 
that its own fraud team 
blocks up to a dozen 
attempts to obtain car 
insurance by suspected 
'ghost brokers' - criminals 
who sell 'cheap' fraudulent 
car insurance policies - 
every day. 

AA Insurance has 
welcomed a new industry 
initiative to raise public 


awareness of the 
phenomenon, including an 
animated video warning 
motorists, especially young 
drivers, about being ripped 
off by fraudsters selling 
fake car insurance. 

Ghost brokers tend to be 
IT literate and understand 
the insurance industry 
well. 

Their scams are 
sophisticated and can be 
difficult to identify but 
insurers, including the AA, 
are making significant 
strides to stop them. 

No one knows how many 
policies that appear 
legitimate are ghosted. 


When they do come to 
light, the 'broker' will have 
disappeared into thin air 
while their customers are 
left with insurance cover 
that is no more than an 
apparition. 

Ghost brokers typically 
advertise cheap, no¬ 

quibble insurance on social 
websites or forums where 

particular groups are 

targeted - hard-up 

students, drivers with 
convictions, drivers newly 
arrived from overseas or 
ethnic groups for whom 
English isn't the first 
language. 

Policies are typically

bought by ghost brokers 
from legitimate providers 
but with altered details 
and false contact 
information for the 
customer. 

They may be paid for 
using false or stolen credit 
or debit cards, sometimes 
issued by overseas banks, 
while the buyer may be 
asked to pay cash. 

AA Insurance said that 
the industry 'ghost busters' 
are getting better at 
identifying criminals but 
the challenge is stopping 
the ghost brokers before 
the transactions are 
completed.
